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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Withrespect to the newly amended feature ""wherein said microdevice comprises a magnetic material, or said 
binding partner compries a cell, a cellular organelle, a virus, or an antibody" is a new issue and requires furhter search. Additionally, with 
this newly added feature, issues concerning enablement, or definiteness/vagueness, or anticipation/unobviousness have not been fully 
considered. Therefore, the instant case is technically close, and the new issue of the propsed amendment would not be entered 
accordingly. . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As discussed before, newly proposed 
amendment would not be entered (see section (3), NOTE), the materially changed feature, particularly "microdevice comprises a magnetic 
material" might overcome the anticipation rejection of 35 USC 102 with the Kaye et al. reference (GB 2306484). However, it still remains 
to be determined whether the newly proposed feature would have been obvious modification motivated to one of ordinary skilled in the art. 
Also, related issues, such as enablement or indefiniteness have not yet been considered. Accordingly, as far as the prosecution concern, 
the instant case is close and the final rejection maintains. 
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
